Applicants' Attorney, Jason Skinder, spoke with Examiner Rada regarding 
clarification of the objection to the figures in the Non-Final Office Action, dated July 21, 
2004. The Examiner stated that the figures presently show every feature of the broadest 
independent claims, but wanted to see boxes in the flowchart to directed the "if" 
statements in the dependent claims from Claim 1 . As an example the Examiner pointed 
to claim 2, which contains the language "after said determining if the player has won the 
hand of blackjack, arranging for the player to receive payment of a winning amount 
based on the wager amount." 

The Examiner also indicated that he was amenable to an additional interview after 
entry of this response to the non-final office action to discuss the current claim 
amendments in aid of crafting allowable claims. The Examiner stated that the breadth of 
the prior art with respect to blackjack-like games was limited and felt that the present 
invention was patentable.
